Chapman’s keen, coldly appraising 
eyes seemed to miss no characteristic of 
the talesmen, nor his‘ears not one point 
in the fencing by State or defense coun- 
sel. He has frankly admitted that he 
is fighting his toughest battle, and at 
all times, in his silent way, he seemed 
master of the strategy. Counsel con- 
ferred with him frequently, and no juror 
was accepted unless there was a decisive 
affirmative nod from him, or if the at- 


torneys seemed doubtful it was his sharp |: 


negative that sent the talesman on his 
way. But through it all he spoke very 
little. 
Eighty-two of the panel of 120 tales- 
men present in court were examined 
during the day and twenty others. were 
éxcused without being sworn.

DEPRECATES TALK OF WAR 


America and Nippon Have Common 
Cause: of Keeping Peace In 
Pacific, He Declares. 


- Tsunéo Matsudaira, new Japanese 
Ambassador’,at Washington, told the 
Japan Society at a dinner in the Hotel 
Astor last night that he hoped for a 
reopening of the Japanese exclusion 
question. About 600 persons, Am¢ricans 
and Japanese, attended -the dinner, 
which was given in honor of the new 
Ambassador and his wife. it was his 
first public- address in New York City. 
Other speakers were Cyrus E. Woous, 
former Ambassador, to Japan; Henry 
W. Taft, President of the Japan Society, 
who was toastmaster, and..Mrs. Charles 
Burnett, a writer of Japanese poetry. 
The addresses were broadcast by radio. 

Ambassador Matsudafra, on behalf of 
his wife and, himself, thanked the gath- 
ering for its manifestation of friend- 
ship and goodwill and announced that 
he carried a message of greeting from 
Japan to America. He praised. the 
Japan Society. for promoting friendly re- 
tlations between the two countries and 
said that such efforts as the society's 
eventually would form-a sane and sound 
papular opinion. 

Pointing out that in a democratic age 
diplomacy had ceased te be a mysterious 
function performed by a few exalted 
personages and had come to reflect the 
views-of the multitudes, he said that 
peace among nations could no longer 
be maintained solely by the efforts of 
diplomats. e people at large, he said, 
must bear responsibility . for peace 
or war. 

While the world had gained much by 
the growth of popular control of inter- 
national affairs since the war, he went 
on, the new diplomacy had its own dan- 
mere—for example, that the people might 
be unable to test the accura.y of their 
information and might be misled by mis- 
representation. Accordingly, he con- 
tinued, it was absolutely necessary that 
nations s ld get better acquainted 
with the customs, thought, history ani 
political and ‘economic conditions of 
other nations, 


Praises American Generosity. 


The Ambassador said that his people 
had been much impressed by the gen- 
erosity and friendliness which had 
characterized America’s attitude toward 
Japan, especially in the relief work at 
the time of the earthquake two years 
ago. He especially ed former Am- 
— Woods for his relief to the suf- 
erers. ’ 

“In the wake of this overwhelming 
evidence. of sympathy,’’ he went on, 
“came the immigration law, putting us 
among the excluded nationals. The en- 
actment of this legislation gave us d 
great shock and disappointment, and I 
should not be honest with you or with 
myself if I were not to tell you that the 
dissatisfaction of the whole nation with 
the status which the new law has con- 
erred upon my countrymen is_ wide- 
spread. ‘or me to discuss this question 
on this occasion would serve no good 
pu se. We have, however, an abiding 
Pal in the sense of justice and equity 
inherent in the American people, and 
this faith gives. us hope that the day 
will come when this question may be 
settled in a manner satisfactory to both 
our countries.’’

“Your Government ‘and -statesmen 
have repesieay declared that America 
wants to live. in peace with Japan, as 
with every other nation.

TAX REFORM IN SIGHT, 





:|ACCOUNT ANTS ARE TOLD 
ied Mr, Dr. Joseph J. Klein, Addressing 


Associates, Points to the 
Treasaty Surplas. 


Reformation of the tax system is in 
sight, declared Dr. Joseph J. Klein, at 
@ meeting of the New York Society of 
Accountants at the Hotel McAlpin last 
night. He said in part: ; 

“The tax returns filed this month 
have justified Secretary Mellon in in- 
augurating the 1925 campaign for the 
reform of the existing tax law. With a 
prospective Treasury surplus, as esti- 
mated by the Secretary, of almost $400,- 
000,000 for the. current fiscal year and 
with revenue rates in effect which on 
the basis of existing business conditions 
and of fairly ascertainable business 
trend give promise of a still bigger. sur- 
plus, Congress can no longer find any 
excuse for further, delay in reformation 
of our war tax system. 

“The taxpayers of the country haye 
realized ever since the armistice that 
the war revenue measures inust be sup- 
Planted by peace-time tax laws. Thus 
far, however, except with respect to the 
elimination of cértain of the nuisance 
taxes, the change has not been accom- 
Plished, although the so-called excess 
profits tax has been removed and con- 
siderable reduction in tax rates has be- 
come effective, 

‘‘Nevertheless, six years have passed 
since the end of the war and thorough 
tax reform has not yet béen seriously 
considered by Congress. The recom- 
mendations, of such tax administrators 
as Secretary Mellon, his predecessor in 
office, Senator Carter Glass, present Un-

SETS SEPARATE TRIALS 
IN KANSAS BRIBE CASE 


Peterson Will Be Heard Separately 
From Ex-Governor Davis, 
. Court Decides.

TOPEKA, Kan., March ‘24.—Carl J. 
Peterson, former Banking Commissioner, 
will be tried separately from Jonathan 
M. Davis, former Governor, on charges 
of conspiracy and soliciting a bribe in 
eenection with the alleged sale of exec- 
utive pardons, Judge Otis Hungate of 
the Second Division of the District Court 
announced today. 

The announcement came with the fil- 
ing in District Court of new informa- 
tions in the Peterson and Davis cases.

VISITS. AUTO COURT 


Is Amazed at Namber of Traffic 
Violations in Comparison With 
Those at Home. 


Frederick A. Partridge, District Com- 
mander of Police of Jerusalem, who is 
on an unofficial visit to this city, sat 
beside Magistrate Frederick B. House in 
the. Traffic Court yesterday amazed at 
the large number of traffic violators 
arraigned. 

With a smile he explained that while 
there is a Traffic Court in Jerusalem, it 
is merged with the Municipal Court 


there and that last year only 1,500 of- 


fenders against traffic regulations were 
arraigned. He said there were 500 auto- 
mobiles in Jerusalem, which had a 
population of 75,000.

A GREAT HUMANIST. 

Seldom has a hood been put on a 
head more deserving than when the 
University of Cambridge gave Mr. 
James Lozs the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Laws the other day.’ An 
old New Yorkér-who has been living 
abroad for the last twenty years, he 
did good service in his younger days to 
education and to political and civil ser- 
vice reform. Largely by his initiative 
and benefactions an {nstitutiohn for 
systematic research into the causes of 
mental diseases was established and is 
supported at’ Munich. His cardinal 
work, which will perpetuate his name 
and continue to diffuse the cultivation 
of the humanities, is\ the Loeb Clas- 
sical Library. Begun in 1912, this in- 
@iudes already some 160 volumes of 
translations, with the Greek and Latin 
text on the opposite page. 


His far-reaching plan will long be 
carried on, till the Greek and Latin 
writings of some 2,500 years, text and 
translation, are-accessible in cheap, 
convenient and handsome form. If 
much of this swelling collection will’ 
appeal only to specialists, the publica- 
tion of even the dullest part of it will 
make for the advancement and dis- 
semination of khowledge. Frazer of 
the ‘‘ Golden Bough,” editing “ The 
Library’ thrown together by one 
APOLLODORUS, a hopeless, prosing 
“ bonehead,’”’ made it ‘‘ as fascinating 
as’’ most novels are not. But the 
prime, the age-tested literature, and 
the secondary, silver or decadent, 
often as charming to the moderns, 
invite readers according to their taste 
and fancy. As the past keeps piling 
up its weight on each ‘new generation, 
it is only a running knowledge of 
Greek and Latin that can be expected 
of most who study them. The Loeb-. 
lans’ peep to the left-hand page is a 
boon to the lazy and the rusty; and 
they who read only the right-hand 
page are sure to find usually what the 
reviewers love to call ‘* a spirited and 
idiomatic version.” 


Happy he who has at his bedside “a 
twenty book#s clad in ” Loebian green 
or red. Of the man who ifs giving to 
the people thése old triumphs and 
treasures of the human mind and pre- 
paring, let us hope, a popular human- 
ist Renaissance, the Cambridge Public 
Orator said that his was “a great 
“task and great achievement which 
“had added to human _ happiness.’’ 
The London Times speaks even more 
emphatically the praise of our New 
York scholar and founder: :

WHAT IS KAROLYI’S CRIME? 

Secretary Kxguuoca felt bound to ad- 
here to the decision of Mr. Hucues 
that Count Karo.iy: should remain 
muzzled while in this country. But 
it is to be wegretted that he was un- 
willing to make public the reasons for 
this censorship. All that the public 
knows—officially—is that for reasons 
which “it would not be compatible 
‘* with the public interest to make 
‘* public ” the State Department con- 
sidered Count ‘Karo.ri’s potential 
words so dangerous that it resorted 
to an unrepealed emergency wartime 
measure to impose silence upon him. 
What he has done to warrant such 
unprecedented ,action no one in au- 
thority has yet explained. He is 
charged by his Hungarian enemies 
with treason and with having Bol- 
shevist leanings. But is that a reason 
why he should be denied free speech 
in this country? Time was when 
such a thing - would have been 
impossible. A _ similar charge was 
brought against KossurH, who never- 
theless was hailed in América as an 
apostle of anti-despotism. 

As a matter of fact, Count Karo.yi 
must answer to his Hungarian enemies 
on t counts: being a defeatist 
during the war; having failed to pre- 
vent the dismemberment of Hungary 
by the Allies, and having turned the 
Government of Hungary over to the 
Bolsheviki in 1919. Among the 
Hungarian nobility he stands charged 
with a still greater crime, disloyalty 
to his class—which he manifested by 
his Socialist and aut Mpowbars lean- 
ings—and advocacy of tuniversal suf- 
frage and distribution of the land 
amorig the peasants. Yet through the 
war he argued for a Wilsonian peace. 
This ‘is hardly sufficient cguse to 
silence him-in America. His failure 
to prevent the dismemberment of 
Hungary was due, not to anything 
within his control, but to the united 
efforts of the victors in the war. That 
he deliberately handed the Hungarian 
Government over to the Bolsheviki is 
stoutly denied. Even were it true, is 
that a reason for not allowing him to 
speak in the United States? 

The strange thing is that the De- 
partment of State should not have 
realized that it is defeating its own 
ends. The presumption is that it 
wished him silenced because it thought 
that his remarks might embarrass the 
friendly relations of the American 
Government with other nations. By 
its refusal to explain why Count 
KAROLYI may not speak it has stimu- 
lated an interest in him and what he 
might have to say which would not 


otherwise have existed. Three months 


ago his remarks here would have 
passed practically unnoticed. Today 
the public is keenly curious to know 
the precise form of verbal dynamite 
which he carries about with him. 
Isn’t it more than possible that it is 
only a ‘‘dud ’’?

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SCANDALOUS CHRONICLES. 

In. the two cases of scandal in 
“high lfe’’ which, have been agi- 
tating the English public two Eng- 
lish Judges took different points of 
view.» One urged that the parties: to 
the case brought before him should 
get together out of court and reach 
a settlement, the reason -he gave 
being that the matter to be put in 
evidence at the trial would tend to 
give an- unfavorable but wholly false 
view of aristocratic society and would 
have a deplorable effect upon the 
public mind. His advicé was not 
taken; and after the jury had passed 


it, the Judge expressed the hope that 
the case would not be further liti- 
gated, but quickly ‘‘ buried and for- 
gotten.’’ The other Judge looked at 
the social consequences in quite an- 
other way, He did not think it'was 
true that cases involving nauseating 
details. should always be settled out 
of court.. It is itn the interest of 
justice to have the methods of black- 
mailers pyblished in a judicial trial; 
and public morals cannot be greatly 
injured by having unscrupulous and 
reckless ill-livers placed in the wit- 
ness box and exposed ‘for what they 
are under severe cross-examination. 
There. will, of course, be a lot of 
shocked moralizing about these scan- 
dalous English cases. It will be said 
that they prove the wealthy classes 
to be thoroughly “** rotten,’’ and many 
accusing fingers will point the analogy 
to the ancient régime in Francé and 
the Roman decadence. It is expected 
that’ the trials will have political 
reverberations. The English Com- 
munists: and the Labor Party will 
seize upon them to show what hap- 
pens when ‘‘ capitalism ’’ is unbridled. 
To the credit of Ramsar MacDoNaLpD 
be it said that in his remarks on this 
subject he did not assert that the 
working classes are more pure-minded 
than the well-to-do. It is not so much 
an inferiority in natural virtue on the 
part of the rich, as their opportunities, 
their temptations, through command 
of wealth, to indulge in practices that 
are disgusting and degrading, which 
| make up the main difference morally. 
If the English aristocracy were fairly 
represented by the debased creatures 
that have just paraded their shame 
in the Engiish courts, it would have 
sunk into the pit long ago. It might 
as well be said that the antics of the 
‘set’ whith Colonel Reprnaron fre- 
quented, and whose brainless perform- 
ances during the wir he noted in his 
diary, were a true picture of what 
English wealth and nobility were do- 
ing in those years of terrible strain. 


STEEL TRADE REPORTS. 

Wall Street traders have little use 
for reports three months 6ld, but they 
would do well to glance at the annual 
statements of the Bethlehem and 
United States Steel companies. In 
them is fully reflected such discour- 
agement as there was last year for the 
steel trade, together with encourage- 
ment for the longer outlook in the 
industry... The United States Steel 
Corporation reports surplus after divi- 
dends of $24,266,339, or less than half 
the surplus for 1928. But in 1922 
there was a deficit of $10,981,347. 
Working capital was reduced from 
$570,000,000 to $538,000,000, but in- 
vested capital was increased by $71,- 
000,0007 Bethichem.makes a report 
similar but even more seyere in its 
fluctuations. In the third quarter its 
production shrank to 31 per cent. of 
capacity, the minimum in its history 
with a single exception. But trade’ 
increased with such rapidity that. ‘the 
year closed with the works at 80 per 
cent. of capacity. The year’s earn- 
ings were $2.56 a share, against $5.58 
in 1923, and dividends were suspended 
on the common shares, although there 
were ample funds to continue them. 
The ‘directors thought it better to 
maintain the company’s strong cash 
position rather than the prices of the 
shares in the stock market. 

The shares of both these leading 
properties are now. selling ‘at low 
prices, yet both are able to produce 
larger quantities of cheaper goods, 
and both show incrédse of investments, 
réflected tn larger book values of their 
shares.

Only a few of the oldest “captains of 
industry” repeat the old charges about 
the bad effects of: higher education. in 
making its possessors, or victims, un- 
practical and unable to adjust them- 
selves to the realities of life.

graduates. Naturally they ascribe some- 
thing of their success. to their educa- 
tion, just as their predecessors ascribed 
theirs to their own lack of it. Besides, 
business, as now conducted, has more 
need for trained minds than in the past, | Th 
and business men know that, with. due 
allowance for exceptions, the hoy who 
escapes the various processes by which 
modern colleges eliminate the dullards 
and comes to graduation has a fairly | 
trustworthy guarantee of intelligence. 1 
He is a picked man, who long has been 
under more careful observation than 
can -be giveh by the employer to those 
coming to him for work. 

Another point, too, in favor ofthe 
college graduate, in the view of the 
business man, is that the colleges have 
changed. No longer do they turn out 
only men \who know nothing except

DISCIPLINING THE CHILD. 


A Mother Argues That Spanking 
Does More Harm Than Good. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

One reader was much interested and 
somewhat alarmed to read in THs 
Trmes of March. 9 that Professor 
Binder, a Professor of Sociology of New 
York University, advocated spanking as 
the best corrective for disobedience. . 

That conclusion seems more‘ limited 
and reactionary than one has a right to 
expect from a Professor of Sociology. 

Most mothers discover before they 
have been mothers very long that 
spanking. is the easiest but the least in- 
telligent or permanently effective meth- 
od for character building of moral edu- 
cation. 

The line in ‘“‘The Mikado’”’ about let- 
ting ‘‘the punishment fit the crime’ has 
more than a humorous significance. 

The study of fitting and effective dis- 
cipline\goes deep down to the very laws 








-| which underlie all living. Punishments 


should’correspond as nearly as possible 
to the reaction of wrongdoing on the 
individual and society, as the child will 
find them in the world itself later on, 
when life itself is the discipliner. Phys- 
ical punishment tends to breed cow- 
ardice, and cowardice breeds deceitful- 
ness. Even for a moment, moreover, to 
allow thé thought to take root in the 
child’s mind that physical suffering is 
the only punishnient to be feared keeps 
him ignorant of that mental and spiritual 
punishment which in actual life pursues 
wrongdoing. In spanking, moreover, 
the dignity of punishment is lost, since 


spanking is inevitably associated in the |" 


child’s mind with the fact that only be- 
cause of its perpetrator’s physical su- 
periority can it be administered at all. 
On the other hand, the effort of parents 
to help children to understand that disci- 
_pline is not a matter which an adult ad- 
ministers tg a child, but a question of 
obedience to fundamental laws which 
adults, as well as children, have to 
obey, develops a profound sense of com- 
panionship between parent and_ child 
such as can be developed in no other 
Way.

Articles for $12,260. 


Automobilé tires, old iron,. animal 
cages, crutches, pogi sticks, accordions 
and two new empty kegs were offered to 
the New York buying public yesterday 
when S. J. Erlickmann, a letter carrier, 
gave up making his rounds of delivery 
for a day to auction off three months’ 
accumulation of unclaimed articles at 
the New York Post Office. He was as- 
sisted by Henry Wurtzell and William 
Whalen, Post Office clerks. 

According to Superintendent of the 
Dead Letter Office W. K. Gutgsell, this 
was the first time that the New York 
post office had dispensed with the -ser- 
vices of a professional auctioneer; The 
use of post office employes was a great 
success, he said. More than 1,000 lots 
were disposed of for $12,260. This was 
approximately . $2,000 more than was 
taken in at the last sale, where profes- 
sionals were used. 

The sale was well guarded. Sergeant 
John Currie, Anna V. Kelley, a crack 
revolver shot of the post office force, 
and Inspector C. A. Battles, who as- 
sisted in the capture of Gerald Chapman, 
were at hand. 

Selling began at 9:30 and ended at 5 
o’clock. The highest price, $80, was 
paid for a lot of pelts. <A collection of 
false teeth brought $15. A Bible and a 
poker set each went for a dollar. 

The only novel item was the two empty 
kegs. ‘‘It’s funny, but we never had 
those before prohibition,’’ Superintendent 
Gutgsell commented. The greatest com- 
petition was for forty-nine’ dozen wo- 
men’s handkerchiefs, which brought $54.

SALE OF 6 VESSELS 


‘Awaits a Reply From Pacific 
Mail Company to Objections 
Raised Against Its Bid. 


STOCK OFFER QUESTIONED 


Board’s Counsel Maintains Only 
Cash Bids Can Be Considered— 
Dollar Line Interested. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The Ship- 
ping Board has postponed action on 
pending bids for the purchase of five 
vessels of the President type, now in 
operation under charter between San 
Francisco and the Orient. 

It was explained here today that the 
postponement had been ordered to per- 
mit the representatives of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company to draft a 
reply to the opinion of Chauncey G. 
Parker, general counsel of the board, in 
which Mr. Parker held that the board 
could not consider the offer of the Pa- 
cific Mail Company under the provisions 
of the Merchant Marine act. 

The Pacific Mail firm offered to buy 
the five vessels it is now operating un- 
der lease in the Pacific for a total of 
$6,750,000, to be paid for in a.cash in- 
stalment of $1,250,000 and the remainder 
in preferred stock of a new corporation 
to be formed. 

The Dollar Company, on the other 
hand, offered a total of $5,625,000 for 
the five vessels, or $1,125,000 for each 
of them, 

The vessels under consideration for 
wale are the President Taft, President 
Cleveland, President Lincoln, President 
Wilson and President Pierce. 

Mr. Parker held that under the law the 
board could consider a cash proposal 
only, and that it was specifically barred 
from accepting stock in a corporation as 
outlined in the bid of the Pacific Mail 
firm. 

It is understood that the Pacific Mail 
will strongly defend its proposal from 
the standpoint both of legality and 
sound policy, and as a constructive com- 
pliance with the requirements of the 
Mérchant Marine act of 1920, that the 
‘Shipping Board in transferring lines of 
Government owned passenger vessels to 
private ownership shall take into con- 
sideration all the necessities of the ex- 
tension of commerce and the national 
defense. 

Spokesmen for the Pacific Mail con- 
tend that its offer is more advantageous 
to the Government than that of the 
Dollar Company. They assert that the 
Pacific Mail guarantees service between 


San Francisco and _ gouen and 
the Philippines for period of ten 
years, ‘whereas the ‘Guarantee as to 
service rnade by the Dollar Company is 
limited to five years. 
- The Pacific Mail also points to the

These 
ships, it is urged, must soon give way 
to Diesel-propelled ships as a means of
